New Anti-Knock 
Fuel Developed 
In Great Britain 


Washington, Oct. 10—A new anti- 
knock fuel, based on the use of dry 
alcohol in connection with ordinary 
gasolines, and which is said to pro- 
duce an ideal automobile fuel, has 
been developed in England, accord- 
ing to trade reports forwarded to 
the Department of Commerce by 
American Trade Commissioner Ho- 
mer S. Fox in London. 

One of the principal results in 
this connection has been the pro- 
duction of dry alcohol. It has been 
found that by a French process of 
drying the 7 per cent. by weight of 
water, contained in alcohol under 
ordinary production, can be removed 
at a very small cost, so that 99 per 
cent. absolute alcohol can be ob- 
tained. 

This alcohol is mixed with the 
gasoline in proportions of about 15 
to 20 per cent. It is claimed that 
this combination results in one of 
the most nearly ideal automobile 
anti-knock fuels that has been de- 
veloped. It is also said to consid- 
erably lower the carbon deposits in 
the cylinders and combustion cham- 
bers and has less tendency to pol- 
lute lubricating oils.

[* HIS report to the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce last week, A. J. Brosseau, chairman of the 
motor truck committee of that organization, called attention 
to the excellent business that has been done this year by the 


builders of commercial motor vehicles. Up to the first of | 
September truck production in this country reached a total 
of 377,954 vehicles, which compares with 358,234 produced 
during the same period last year and 346,528 during the first 
eight months of 1925, which is the record truck year to date. 

The record established in 1925 was due to heavy pro- 
duction in the latter months of the year. This year produc- 
tion is holding steadily at record levels, which make it ap- 
parent that a new record will be established in 1928. The 
gain this year is in the production of fast light trucks up to 
capacities of two tons. 

One of the most satisfactory factors in the truck industry 
this year is the growth of export business. Up to Septem- 
ber 1, the number of commercial motor vehicles exported 
was 101,928, which compares with 90,343 during the same 
period of 1927. 

The motor truck industry is showing a steady and 
consistent growth, year after year, both in domestic con- 
sumption and in the export field, which should be grati- 
fying to the whole industry.

ACK in 1903 the late Albert Champion started in the 
manufacture of spark plugs and, by the way, most 
people called them “sparking plugs” at that time.

Most of the engines used at that time were one and "two | 
cylinder affairs, calling for one or two spark plugs, from | 
which the extent of Mr. Champion’s. potential market may 
be judged. 

However, Albert Champion must have had the vision of 
what was to come, because he went along cultivating the 
jimited market and growing up, so to speak, with the auto- 
mobile industry. In 1908, he, with his associate, Basil de 
Guichard, now president of the AC organization, moved 
their plant to Flint, to form an association with W. C. 
Durant, using a corner of the great Buick factory as their 
place of business. 

During the years between the AC Company kept 
pace with the growth of the automobile industry. The 
other day it celebrated its twentieth anniversary of 
beginning business in Flint with an output of 200,000 
spark plugs for the day’s work. Here is one of the 
romances in which American business rejoices.

OS ANGELES in 1924, built a pedestrian tunnel under 

a street passing one of the biggest schools in the city. 
This was largely an experimental development, but the ex- 
periment proved instantly successful. No one can tell, of 
course, how many lives the tunnel has saved, but Los Angeles 
now has forty-one of these underpasses to keep children out | 
of the vehicular right of way, and a number of other similar 
safety aids are in course of construction. 

Every student of traffic safety realizes that maximum | 
protection of all users of the roads can only come when 
pedestrian and vehicular traffic are completely separated. 
That is a development very far in the future, but the pro- 
tection given by separating traffic at strategic points is not 
beyond our present ability to obtain.

Marked Increase 
In Sales Reported 
By Jobber Firms 


By J. W. LEHMAN 
OLUMBUS, O., Oct. 
(U. T. P.S.).—With the 
fall season in full swing and 
pleasant weather still per- 
mitting the use of automo- 
biles to the fullest extent, the 
demand for automotive ac- 
cessories, parts and_ shop 
equipment has shown a 
rather marked increase over 
the previous month. 
Jobbers in accessories and equip- 
ment especially report a _ better 
demand in September than they 
experienced in August. With sales 
mounting to better levels during 
the latter part of the month, indi- 
cations point to a continuation of 
the good trade in October. 
Business, generally speaking, has 
been better in September, owing to 
the passing of the vacation period 
the better employment situation and 
other factors, and accessories, parts 
and tools have joined in the better 
volume of trade 
One of the best features of the 
trade is the fact that dealers have 
been paying their bills more prompt- 
ly and have been buying in large 
volume. Business in September was 


about 6 per cent. better than during! 


September last year and was 10 per 
cent. better than August this year. 

Shop equipment, mostly small 
bench tools, has been moving 
briskly, according to jobbers’ state- 
ments.

solve the problem of re- 
placing business lost by 
minimum sales on certain ac- 
cessories and items of equip- 
ment are offered a solution 
by Elton R. Seager, Pennsyl- 
vania Rubber and Supply 
Company, Cleveland. He said 
In part:— 

“I believe the jobber can obtain 
the best results by putting 
pressure behind seasonable items 
which are still in the accessory 
class. I refer particularly to such 
lines as anti-freeze solutions, 
radiator shutters, heaters, chains, 
or to the items not standard equip- 
ment even on the newest cars. 

“There is. nothing that really off- 
sets the loss of such former staples 
ns bumpers, wind shield cleaners, 
mirrors, etc., once they become 
standard equipment, unless or until 
something equal to them should de- 
velop. For this reason it is the gen- 
eral trend of volume sales to go 
downward rather than upward, 
which obviously makes it necessary 
to try to keep volume at a fairly 
Stable level. Thus, we are attempt- 
ing to offset the trend by putting 
pressure on tires, storage batteries 
and other items of a similar nature. 
Radio is another useful item toward 
volume. The parts business, par- 
ticularly, should receive close atten- 
tion and vigorous development, 
especially in such an active auto- 
mobile market as we have at 
present. 

“There are, of course, other fac- 
tors which constantly must be con- 
sidered in connection with volume, 
such as a close analysis of markets 
and territory, sound judgment on 
the probable sales value and public 
appeal of a given item, and the other 
factors which enter into successful 
sales ‘management and commodity 
distribution. } 

“The relation of profits to volume 
is not infrequently measured by the 
relation of management to the con- 
duct of a wholesaler’s business—the 
well managed business usually 
having a fairly satisfactory volume 
and reasonably good ratio of profits 
to volume, under average business | 
conditions in the industry. | 

“An alert trade association and | 
wide enough contact with fellow) 
members of the industry are inval- 
uable assets to any wholesaler in 
solving his problems, whether they | 
consist of volume problems or what- 
not. At least 40 per cent. of an 
individual wholesaler’s profits are 
affected by factors beyond his con- 
trol or management, and the gap 
can be bridged only by his contacts, | 
especially in his trade association. | 
{It requires a blend of management, | 
contact and co-operation, to meet| 
the new competition.” |

heat treatment of metals is being 
used to make one pound do the 


work of four pounds; also that 
the great development of the 
automobile is due precisely to this 
sort of research and study. 

Delegates to the American Weld- 
ing Society convention here made 
an inspection trip through the weld- 
ed steel building of the General 
Electric Company in West Philadel- 
phia. Importance of structural steel 
in the field of welding was eypha- 
sized in papers read before the 
society. Tomorrow's papers will deal 
with use of welding in the automo- 
tive, aviation and electrical machin- 
ery fields. 


Welding engineers emphasize that | 


the process is a universal tool that 
can be applied to a wide range of 
uses. Thousands viewed the anto- 
matic electrical machines for weld- 
ing, torches for cutting and an auto- 
matic gas cutting machine using a 
pantograph to follow complicated 
designs laid out on paper. 

Among the interesting papers read 
at yesterday's meeting of the Ameri- 
can Welding Society was one by J. 
W. Meadowcroft, assistant works 
manager of E. G. Budd Manufactur- 
ing Company, Philadelphia, on 
“Production Welding in the All- 
Steel Automobile Body Industry.” 

Mr. Meadowcroft declared that 
the first all-steel automobile body 
was designed by his company some 
one year ago with welding as the 
main foundation of its assembly. 
From year to year many changes in 
design have followed, but all with 
the same means of assembly in 
mind. At the present time, he said, 
the Budd product may be termed 
an all-welded body, as rivets are 
used only at the insistence of cus- 
tomers or at points where sub units 
are attached to the main body. 

In 1914 the percentage of welding on 
each unit, he said, was: arc weld, 
5 per cent.; oxyacetylene weld, 48 
per cent., and spot weld, 47 per cent. 
At the present time the comparisons 
are as follows: arc weld, 1.2 per 
cent.; oxyacetelyne weld, 30.3 per 
cent., and spot weld, 68.5 per cent. 

The reduction of oxyacetylene 
welding was due chiefly to the flash 
welding of the body parts that were 
ordinarily oxyacetylene welded, and 
the adoption of the open joint at 
various points on the exterior of the 
body. The reduction in the arc 
welding use in Budd production was 
due largely to a change in welding 
methods when it was found that in 
certain work the arc tacks were 
unsightly and required consider- 
able finishing, due to the building 
up of metal at the points of con- 
tact. This building up in turn was 
due to the continuous striking of a 
new arc. This was particularly true 
in the former method of tacking the 
outside door panel to the assembled 
inside frame of an all-steel sedan 
door. This method is now handled 
by spot welding developed especially 
for this operation. The entire inner 
panel is energized, while a single 
electrode or welding die affords a 
means of making the weld. The 
machine is known as the oblique 
spot welder, due to its indirect 
means of welding. It was built and 
designed in the Budd plant. 

Another interesting machine to 
which Mr. Meadowcroft called at- 
tention was that used for tonneau 
welding. This machine is standard 
in design and manufactured with 
Budd sizing fixture. It is con- 
structed in two individual welding 
units mounted on one bed plate. 
Each unit is equipped with 200 kilo- 
watt welding transformer and has a 
welding capacity of 70 inches of .043 
standard automobile body stock and 
operates individually by 2 horse 
power motor. The total weight of 
this assembled machine is approxi- 
mately 52,000 pounds. The welding 
dies in this case are of aluminum 
bronze, due to the extreme pressure 
required to prevent slippage at the 
weld line. The pressure developed 
across the face of the dies amounts 
to approximately thirty-two tons. 

Mr. Meadowcroft explained the 
system adopted by the Budd com- 
pany for handling welding so that 
the operations can be finished 
quickly and in proper order and the 
method of jigging or locating small 
parts that are to be assembled to 
the units. 

The most important features to 
be taken into consideration, he said, 
before flash welding is attempted, 
are the formation of the piece and 
the proper welding dies, the voltage

of the transformer in relation to the 
various thickness of stock and the 
amount of metal allowed for flash 
off as well as the speed of the ma- 
chine during the flash period. 

Mr. Meadowcroft said that there 
is nothing revolutionary in the 
methods used by the Budd tom- 
pany, but the application of the 
methods is new and this has en- 
abled the company to handle large 
production for the past two years.

The material was given a number 
of single and double heat treatments 
so as to obtain various annealed 
structures, as well as various de- 
grees of spheroidizing, in which the 
| pearlite is divorced into its constitu- 
ents, ferrite and cementite. 

They gave as their opinion that 
pure annealing does not give the 
best machining qualities, but that 
steel cuts best when spheroidizing 
is the greatest. :

CHRYSLER DENIES RUMOR
